their support of the strikers

The woman was identified as Sharon 
Denise Jones Morgan of Greenville, a 
small town Vt miles northeast of Dallas 
where the- threat allegedly occurred

Magistrate Bailey F 
Rankin 
rdered Mrs Jones held rn the Dallas 
| "unty jail in lieu of $50 (XX) bond 
Air Force One with Ford aboard 
touched down at Kelly Air Force Base in 
san Antonio al JO 58 a rn Mrs Morgan s 
arraignment began at II a rn 
It wjs not revealed precisely what 


M rs Morgan said in threatening Ford s 
life (Kit Greenville Police Chief Leon 
powers said 
I believe she was insisting 
on having an interview with the Prest-' 
dent amt she said if she didn t receive the 
interview she would kill him ” 
Powers said Greenville detective Sgt 
David F.watl talked to Mrs Morgan late 
Thursday night by telephone and then 
< ailed th*- Sec ret Service and told them 
about th*- threat Two agents went to 
Green*die .*rtd th**n the three went to her 
h n e and arrested her without incident 


WASHINGTON (U P L - The Justice 
Department Thursday asked the 
Supreme Court to outlaw racial segrega­ 
tion in hundreds of all-white private 
schools formed, mainly in the south, as 
courts forced integration of public 
schools 
Citing an 1888 Civil Rights law, the 
department told the court in a briefing 
that allowing the schools to exclude 
blacks would "aid in the segregation of 
two school systems 
one private and 
white and the other public and 
segregated 
As a result, the department said. "ef 
torts to desegregate public educational 
systems may be sunously impaired 
The department intervened as a 
"friend of th** court* in suits by black 
parents in northern Virginia who 
charged their children were denied ad­ 
mission to two schools solely because of 
their race 
Solicitor General Robert ll Bork in a 
brief filed with th** court Thursday, in­ 
voked the Reconst ruction era civil rights 
statute in asking the justices to rule the 
schools must admit blacks although their 
present students are white children who 
left desegregated public schools 
A spokesman said the briefing 
represented the first position th** depart­ 
ment has taken before the Supreme 
Court in the private school segregation 
issue 
Bork urged the Supreme Court to rule 
that excluding black children violates 
the llO vear-old rights law which 
Congress passed following the Civil War 
The suits were til***! against Bobbe s 
Private Sehixil in Arlington 
Va . a 
VS.ishington suburb and nearby Kairfax- 
Brewster School in Fairfax County Va 
Attorneys for the schools argued their 
admission jmlicv is protected by a "con­ 
stitutional right of privacy 
A C S I Astrict ( ourt and the 4th U S 
Circuit ( ourt of Appeals ruled in favor of 
the blat k parents. 
The appeals court held in a 4-3 decision 
that a right of privacy’ from government 
interference applies univ in case involv­ 
ing a small number of persons engaged 
in private ac tivity ‘‘unintended for the 
pohli<* view 
Bork 
asked the Supreme (ourt to 
adopt th** same view 


"Moth schools are private 
only in 
the sense that they are managed bv 
private persons and are not the direct 
recipients of public monies,” Bork said 
In all other respects 
petitioner 
schools are more public than private ” 
Bork pointed out that the schools "ex­ 
tend to the general public through mass 
mailings and advertising techniques, of­ 
fers to contract for provision and receipt 
of educational services "

The PNK (peaceful nuclear ex 
plosions* talks were concluded yester 
day and the American delegation 
returned to Washington

agreement on a document at delegation 
level and this will tx reviewed bv the two 
governments 
Stoessel told American 
newsmen

and initialed in about IO days. with a 
signing ceremony later

That issue was the first to 
arise as the Senate late Thurs­ 
day began debate on how much 
the federal government should 
spend next year, what it should 
spend it for. how much to raise 
in taxes and what the deficit 
should be. The debate is ex­ 
pected to run for several days 


Cranston said veterans’ bene­ 
fits are not keeping up with the 
cost of living, for example, 
education benefits have not in­ 
creased since 1974 
He said health care must be 


improved, money should be 
provided for pension reform 
and veterans should continue to 
be allowed to use the GI bill for 
education over IO years, instead 
of the 8 proposed by President 
Ford 
For all of those purposes, he 
introduced an amendment to 
add $800 million to the $19 3 
billion proposed for veterans 
programs by the Senate Budget 
Committee 
Budget Committee Chairman 
Edmund S Muskie, D-Maine , 
said the amount for veterans in 
the budget was already $2 I 
billion more than President 
Ford asked, contained a cush­ 
ion for inflation and that some

The Fourth Amendment to 
the U.S. Constitution states 
that “ the right of the people to 
be secure in their persons, 
houses, papers and effects 
against unreasonable searches 
and seizures shall not be 
violated ...” 
On at least 238 occasions 
between 
1942 and 1966, 
however, the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation took it upon 
itself to amend that amend­ 
ment to read “ ...unless the 
FBI decides otherwise.” 
The PBI has admitted to

I would like to reply to Mary Walsh’s 
concern regarding the Nuclear Initiative 
I Proposition 15) and the Alternative 
Energy Sources 
I don’t believe that any Nuclear Power 
Generation Plant in the U S has had a 
failure that has endangered the general 
public Controls need to be enforced to 
ensure that emergency shutdown equip­ 
ment are working and that all power 
plant personnel know the proper 
operational, and shutdown procedures, 
etc as with any system The Diablo Ca­ 
nyon earthquake fault potential may pos­ 
sibly he solved by installation of shut­ 
down sequence in the event that a certain 
failsafe 
Richter threshold is detected, 
verified and used in a servo feedback 
system In regard to the use* of sun and 
wind as potential energy resources, the 
current technology is such that hundreds 
of thousands of windmills and thousands 
of square miles of solar conversion 
systems would fie required (consider 
that environmental impact) to provide* 
the increasing energy demand in addi­ 
tion to the existing energy systems and 
would be subject to climatic instability 
factors No doubt some of these limita­ 
tions will be eventually overcome to a 
degree but probably not within the limits 
of the energy demand in the next few 
decades 
Nuclear energy, oil shale coal derived 
energy higher oil recovery techniques 
methane and other energy sources from 
the earth s natural resources must 
provide* the energy in the* near future It 
may he possible even after higher oil 
recovery techniques <sav 2 bbls of oil for 
every total of 3 in the ground) to combust
